The text of the sermon at the 
Presbyterian church last Sunday was 
James 1:22, “Be ye doera of the 
word, and not hearers only, deceiv- 
ing your own selves."

The word for hear in the (Treek ia 
ao unusual word iu the T. It is 
common in classical Greek, however- 
It means to listen attentively. 
il^Hue people go to church but do 
nut listen to the word as it is preach- 
ed to them. Some let the cares of 
this world and the deceitfulness of 
riches destroy their heart faculties, 
and they become unfruitful hearers 
uf God s word. We arc to be hear- 
ers that will hear, fur, “Blessed are 
they who hear the word of (Tod, and 
keep it. Blessed are your ears fur 
they hear and your eyes for they 
see," said Christ. (Sec notes.) We 
should look into the word. James 
likens the word to a mirror. What 
would a home be without s mirror? 
A man needs a mirror to see if he is 
clean and tidy, so (Tod's word reflects 
all of our imperfections. It some 
men did not look into the mirror any 
more than they look into the word 
uf God, they would become so filthy 
and vile that they would be banished 
from society, tie who does not look

Some Things Are Essentially of a 
Governmental Nature.

Franchise.

Hum<‘ thinini art; so eaHcntlally of a 
Suv<>nuiieiitiil nutiirn that It would be 
futiiouH to conHlder them from the 
8tuDd{)oiiit of private owneralilp 
Ajiiouk tlieee are the eolleetion of cum- 
toniH, the maliiteiiHiiee and dlreotiun of 
the army and nary and the i>olloe pow- 
er. In otberH it is the end rather than 
the means that should lie KouRbt, nnd 
luuniripnl nnd private ownerahlp are 
often on gouiil terms without the viola- 
tion of any CH‘ouomlc principle. 

The maintenance of public hlRhwaya 
and seweni is usually a public func- 
tion, but the country niKtunds In exam- 
ples. every whit as satisfactory, of pri- 
vate ownership and operation. With 
water the Importance to the communi- 
ty lies not In Its ownership, whether 
public or private, but rather in Its gnal- 
Ity, quantity and price. Many of the 
most satisfactory waterworks of this 
country and EunHX* >re owne<I pri- 
vately. 

Beyond these there Is a class of pub- 
lic utilities which experience has shown 
should lie exclusively within the domain 
of private enterprise. The telegraph, tel- 
ephone, transi>ortatlon, gas and electric 
light undertakings offer examples. The 
ownership of these by the community 
is advocated by some on the ground 
that they are neci'sslties of modem 
life, by others because they partake of 
the nature of monopoly. It does not 
op|>ear that either Is a sufficient rea- 
son. These are facilities and conven- 
iences. not necessities. The latter con- 
sist of simple dwellings, food, raiment 
and means of warmth In winter. If 
our necessities are to be municipalised, 
we should l>egin with the butcher, gro- 
cer, baker and coal dealer, whose i*er- 
centage of profits far exceeds that of 
any of the corporations In the so called 
public service. 

Monoitoly — regulate«l monopoly — la 
not n»*cesHarlly oj)poe«*d to the public 
interest. It is advantageous to all to 
have one telephone system, that from 
one iK)lut all may l>e conveniently 
reachetl; to have one street car sys- 
tem with universal transfers, making 
unnectHisnry any relation between one’s 
home and place of work; to have a 
single gas or elc<’trlc light works, pre- 
venting the waste of small plants and 
organixations snd securing by the lar- 
ger development increased reliability 
and Improved quality In the service. 

A fran<‘bise merely permits a public 
servU’e corporation to share with ftth- 
ers the use of the streets for the de- 
livery to its customers of the commod- 
ity it supplies— a right that la enjoy- 
ed by every other Industry. The dif- 
ference Is merely one of metho<l. Were 
electricity delivered In storage lot- 
teries and gas In tanks— conceivable 
wa.vs--no franchise would be required, 
lusteail of using horses and wagons, 
which blockade the streets nnd make 
street cleaning a problem, deliveries 
are made Inmeeth the surface without 
dirt, noise or other objectionable fea- 
tures. 

It Is through the exercise of this 
right that we hear of the confiscation 
of public property. Yet the public has 
not pnrte<l with Its title to the streets 
nor Its right to occupy them for any 
puntoee or In any manner It may de- 
sire. It has simply pennltte<I a serv- 
ice company to become a tenant, for 
which. In the form of franchise and 
other taxes, the company pays a high 
rent. Substantially the city Is the 
landlord, possessing the power of arbi- 
trarily determining. In the form of 
these taxes, what rent It shall receive. 
And this rent lessens proportionately 
the Individual taxation.— Moody’s Mag- 
azine. *
